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Read any good books lately? 


ry 
| he great ease with which books are turned out these days, 
for all that might be said for it, imposes on the casual reader 
in almost insurmountable task of selection. Not so long ago, 
a man had time to read most of those volumes that pleased 
him, or at least the ones his salary could afford. Today, with 
a busier society and a more exhaustive and inexpensive 
choice, he has trouble keeping up with the reviews, let alone 
the books to which they lead 
Lists of recommended titles periodically offered to relieve 
this dilemma are admirable in intent, but often discouraging 
in effect. Either the compilers use the occasion merely to 
promote, for what by now must be the thousandth time, a 


dozen or so works of unquestioned greatness, doggedly de- 
termined that every American will go through ‘“‘War and 
Peace” and the complete plays of Shakespeare, or they stuff 
their choices into tight and arbitrary categories in the mis- 
taken belief that this aids informed selection. Alas, the im- 
pression frequently given, at least to those of only moderate 
literary inclination, is, in the first case, that reading is more 
duty than enjoyment, and, in the second case, that good 
writing is easily classified, consequently of narrow scope, 
and ultimately of limited appeal 

Which, of course, is nonsense. From Homer to Shake- 
speare to Mark Twain, the best books have been so fat with 
diverse pleasure that they knocked the doors off any cate- 
gory they were forced into. Where, for instance, does 
“Huckleberry Finn’’ go? Children’s Books? Fiction? Ameri- 
cana? Belles Lettres? No one used to worry about it; they 
simply read the books, and with no less enjoyment. 


\ ith such convictions firmly in mind, and in the hopeful 


belief that some readers still prefer good writing to trash, the 
accompanying list is volunteered. Purposely free of all im- 
mortal titles from the Bible on down, it aims only at sep- 
arating trom the pack a few books whose unusually broad 
appeal, cutting across the lines of age and station, should 
endear them to anyone with a sense of humor, a fondness for 
adventure, and the ability to think. For people pursuing 
crowded schedules, it might be worth adding that more than 
half of these books take the form of short, independent sec- 
tions which can be read in a few minutes’ time 

I here is, of course, no thought of inclusiveness. For each 


title named, a hundred could be added: no society has had 
access to so many books which, like these, deserve a larger 
audience than they've received 

\ mild eflort was made to keep out older titles, but a few 
cunningly slipped past the guard. If your book store doesn’t 
have them in stock, they can order copies. It takes only 
about a week, and is well worth the wait. Or a good school 


or public library will have them all

By James Thurber (Harper, $14.50) 


lhe man who earlier in life gave the world Walter Mitty, 
midget baseball players, and hilarious accounts of life in 
and around Columbus, Ohio, claims this is the ‘“‘best-bal- 
anced” collection of his writing yet made. There are those 
who wonder, however, whether Thurber would be Thurber 
if he weren't at least slightly unbalanced. Let’s just say it’s 


the latest accumulation of lively prose and improbable 
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drawings from the finest American humorist since Mark 
Twain. The publishers, by leaving out stories reprinted a 
dozen times already, have made room for a thick batch of 
cartoons, a few samples of the author as reporter, and, best 
of all, for “*The Last Flower,” Thurber’s beautiful but little 
known parable in pictures.

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Drivers’ eve tests: 
d nation-wide farce 


Every day, people unable to make out ‘“‘E”’ on an eye chart 
are being licensed to drive America’s highways at 80 mph. 
No one will be safe, nor will our appalling accident 

rate drop, until this ludicrous situation is corrected.

A New York automobile publication recently 
pulled a stunt with shocking implications. They 
got a blinded war veteran, filled out an applica- 
tion for renewal of his driver’s license, drove him 
to the main office at the State Motor Vehicles 
Bureau in Manhattan, and turned him loose at 
the door. Wearing dark glasses and tapping a 
white cane, this blind man felt his way cautiously 
across the big room until he bumped into a 
guard. Apologizing, he asked to be led to the 
license renewal window. There he handed his 
papers to the clerk, and in two minutes had his 
new license! 

Last year at Brooklyn’s Industrial Home for 
the Blind a man rushed in and slapped some pa- 
pers on the receptionist’s desk. “‘Get these signed 
for me in a hurry,” he panted, “I’m double 
parked outsice.”” The papers were official forms and 
affidavits certifying that he was legally blind! 

Outlandish, yes, but no worse than this: Two 
years ago some 600 Ohio motorists had their 
licenses revoked when they were found to be on 
the welfare rolls as legally blind. 

Ihese are unbelievable examples of the neg- 
lect we accord the most critical aspect of driving 
skill: vision. In Pennsylvania, the State Police 
finally called in for re-examination a 65-year-old 
driver who was having a reportable accident 
every 1,000 miles. Giving him a real eye test, 
they found that he had a cataract in one eye and 
that the side vision in his ‘‘good”’’ eye was just 
four degrees; 90 degrees is normal. They revoked 
his license on the spot, but he had had no trou- 
ble renewing it until then. 

It’s only half the problem that in 34 states 
people can renew their licenses just as easily as 
the blind man in New York did—often by mail. 
The other difficulty is that people with deficient 
vision make no effort to correct their defects—if, 
indeed, they realize they have defects. The 
State of Connecticut, for example, found that 
of 44,000 applicants for new licenses 20,000 had 
substandard vision, yet only 4,400 were wearing 
corrective glasses. 

Since 90 per cent of our driving reactions start 


with vision, it’s disturbing that nearly half of 
today’s drivers have never had an official eye 
test of any kind, let alone a good one. Until fairly 
recently, many states gave no eye test at all; the 
vast bulk of the remainder have had only a cur- 
sory check of visual acuity, which is only one of 
seven critical eye skills involved in safe driving. 
Today, just 23 states check depth perception; 
only 12 check visual field; none checks the other 
vital visual factors, which will be mentioned 
later. 

By contrast, 44 states take pains to examine 
for color blindness, but I have yet to meet a 
motor vehicles administrator who could recall a 
serious accident resulting from this failing. On 
the other hand, 50 per cent of the fatalities on 
our busiest turnpikes are rear-end collisions on 
12-foot lanes—mostly in broad daylight. This is 
12 times the ratio for this strange type of accident 
on public roads. 

The importance of this story is indicated by 
the American Optometric Association’s estimate 
that 20 per cent of teen-age drivers have visual 
shortcomings, as do 30 per cent of the 20-year- 
olds; 48 per cent of the 40-year-olds; 71 per cent 
of the 50-year-olds; and 80 per cent of the 60- 
year-olds. 

Since 40 per cent of today’s drivers are over 
40, even drivers with perfect eyes face the threat 
of 40 hp. eyes in 200 hp. cars every time they take 
to the road. 

In California a checkup of 321 accident re- 
peaters revealed that all were deficient in night 
vision—and 75 per cent of their accidents oc- 
curred after dark. A similar check of 33 fatal ac- 
cidents showed that all the offending drivers 
had one weak eye—and 30 of their mishaps had 
occurred on the weak side. 

In New York State re-examinations of nearly 
400 repeaters (with 4 accidents each, in 5 years) 
showed that 58 per cent had serious “tunnel 
vision’; 74 per cent of their accidents had been 
side-swipes. Among accident-free drivers, only 
1 to 3 per cent suffer from limited side vision. 

The point, of course, is that these 700 acci- 
dent-prone menaces all had licenses which had 
been renewed over and over again without ques- 
tion. Not until they had multiple [ Turn to page 1617

l he way we celebrated it, there was little gloomy about Me- 
morial Day; everything we did was gay and life-giving. Early 
in the morning my sisters and | would be out cutting flowers, 
wrapping the stems in damp cloth. It was important that we 
take our own flowers to our own people. My older brother 
would come out with his pocket knife, the big blade honed to 
in edge so sharp he would take a hair from my head and hold it 
up, and as he slashed at it like a scalping Indian he would shout 
proudly, “Couldn't feel it, could you?” Because he was tall, 
he would cut the lilacs with his knife, piling the blooms into my 
irms until their fragrance seemed as solid as the flowers them- 
selves and the sprays reached as high as my head. I was allowed 
to gather some iris with the knife, and I can still hear the crisp, 
ripping sound as the blade severed the stalks. 


By now my father would have driven up, our favorite chest- 


nut horse, Alice, hitched to the light wagon. Alice was one of 


those gracious ladies with whom the world is blessed, gentle- 

mannered, sturdy, fond of children. On her patient and shining 

back all of us learned to ride. We learned to post in the saddle 

on her smooth trot and to rock smoothly in her rocking-chair

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canter. Now she was gleaming for the holiday. After all, you 
can curry and brush a horse in a tenth the time it takes to wash 
a Car. 

Into the wagon went our Memorial Day equipment; a lawn 
mower, a sickle, a picnic basket, all of the bundles of flowers, a 
horse blanket for spreading on the ground while we ate. The 
four children sat in back and our parents on the seat, my 
father trailing the lines behind him so that I could hang onto 
them and pretend to help drive. 

Off we trotted in the bright sun, a wagon load of good smells, 
the fresh oat straw on which we sat, the flowers surrounding 
us with their mingled odors, the picnic basket with its fra- 
erance of fresh home-baked bread, the tang of hot leather 
and the sweating horse.

MONEY BACK 
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Got weeds in gravel? 
Chemicals do the job! 


By Dr. E. P. Sylwester 


‘ 
, = don’t have to put up with a 
ragged ribbon of weeds down the 
middle of your gravel drive. In 
fact, it’s a lot easier to get weeds 
out of gravel than it is to get them 
out of grass. That’s because you 
can use chemical controls that are 
much stronger than would be safe 
to use on a lawn. 

We have a weed problem with 
gravel walks and drives for a very 
simple reason: The average gravel 
drive is just a thin layer of rock 
over a soil base—the same soil that 
produces the lawn. Weeds have no 


trouble penetrating this mulch of 


rock. It’s just not deep enough. 

Most experts say about 6 inches 
of gravel are needed to starve out 
weeds. When your new drive is 
built, it might be advisable to use 
a polyethylene weed barrier over 
the soil base, under the gravel. 
Slits every 2 or 3 feet would allow 
water to drain through. 

The major weeds found in gravel 
are largely annuals such as crab 
grass, goose grass, green and yellow 
foxtails, witch grass, milk purslane, 
dooryard knotweed, spotted spurge, 
chickweed, and others. 

The seeds of these plants can sur- 
vive for long periods of time, and 
they are produced by the millions. 
lo exhaust the supply takes several 
consecutive years of control. 


You can do this by using any of 
several chemicals, most of them 
readily available. There are two 
major groups—one made up of 
common weed killers, and another 
made up of so-called sterilants. 

These sterilant chemicals are 
toxic to all kinds of plant life, and 
are highly effective. The effects of 
one application last up to a year. 
However, because of their toxicity, 
they will also kill, or seriously 
damage, trees and shrubs whose 
roots grow below the gravel. 

As a rule of thumb, the sterilants 
should not be used within 10 feet of 
shrubs, nor within 40 feet of large 
trees. See chart for details. 

If your gravel walks and drive 
are quite close to valued shrubs and 
trees, then non-sterilant weed kill- 
ers must be used. All those listed in 
the chart are safe to within 6 feet of 
both shrubs and trees, and a few 
may be used even closer. 

Both types of chemicals are easy 
to apply with regular garden equip- 
ment. If the chemical you choose is 
spread on dry, sprinkle it lightly 
with water several times. This 
serves to carry it into the soil so 
heavy rains won’t wash it away. 

Keep both liquid and dry chem- 
icals a few inches within the drive 
or walk to avoid any possible 
damage to the near-by grass

THE SMART WAY TO 
BUY A HOUSE 


This isn’t just dream reading — it’s a working guide. Here’s how to use it. 
First, go through the lists and check each point that’s vital to your family. 
You’ll have to compromise. No house can go all the way — and, for sure, 


most budgets can’t. Rate and compare the houses you visit on the number 


of yes marks each scores. If what you see already built doesn’t score high 


enough, you’re ripe to build it yourself. And with this start, you won’t go wrong! 


Now, stop and think for a moment— 


The best tactic you can adopt in home-buying is this: 
be systematic. Analyze your family’s needs and desires 
before you ever talk to an architect, builder, or realtor. 
Know what you can afford, and set your sights on the 
best house your money will buy. 

Take a hard look at your housing likes and dislikes. 
Among them may be fixed ideas that can keep your fam- 
ily from getting the better house you all deserve. 

You DO want to... 

1 Buy a house you can pay for and keep up. 

2 Locate in a neighborhood you’ll enjoy and be proud 

of today—and in future years. 

3 Find a house with a plan and site arrangement that 

fits your own family’s way of living. 
You DON’T want to... 

1 Insist too much on one style of architecture—espe- 

cially if it doesn’t help you live better. 

2 Let costly frills or gadgets distract you from the way 

the house works as a house. 

3 Close your minds to new ideas in building, and the 

efficient use of modern materials. 


How much can you spend? 


Many years ago, Better Homes & Gardens de- 
veloped a very simple method for estimating 
how much house a family can afford to buy. 
It is still workable and accurate today. 

It’s based on the figure your family feels 
it can spend each month for a home. This fig- 
ure should include principal and interest on 
the mortgage, taxes, home insurance, and 
maintenance. All these things contribute to 

the roof over your head and the property on which it 
stands. Here’s how the formula works: 
If you can spend each month on housing... .$ 
Multiply by 100 x100 
Then you can afford a mortgage this big . . .$ 
You have cash for this down payment 
Thus you can buy a house that costs 
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Where should you locate? 


Your house and its neighborhood are inseparable—each 
influences the other. Some neighborhoods are progressive 
and beautiful; other by-passed areas are starting to run 
down. So study the neighborhood carefully. 

You’ll be happiest in an area that lives the way your 
family lives. If you already know families in such a 
district, so much the better. Otherwise, you may have 
to drive around and do your own scouting. 

Finally, look at the lot itself. Land, today, in relation 
to the cost of housing, is very expensive. You’ll want to 
be positive you are getting your money’s worth. This 
check list will help you decide.

Does the house you plan to buy or build make 
the best use of this particular lot? 
Is there (or can you provide) adequate pri- 
vacy for inside and outside activities? 
Are rear and side yards big enough for adequate 
outdoor living for your family? 
Are there healthy, well-located trees, and do 
soil conditions favor future landscaping? 
Does the lot appear to drain satisfactorily? 
Will no more than a reasonable amount of grad- 
ing and filling be required? 





What kind of a house do you need? 


What part of a house is most important? The exterior 
styling? Not for a minute. The vital consideration—for 
your family or any family—is the FLOOR PLAN. 

The reason is often overlooked. If your family is like 

most, you want a house with pleasant lines 
and a neat, attractive air about it. Prob- 
ably you could be happy in just about any 

} style of architecture—from Colonial to 
Ranch, and from Cape Cod to Contempo- 
rary. In each case, the quality and good 
character of the individual house are what 
really count. 

But the floor plan is a very personal thing. It should 
encourage your family to enjoy, more than ever, its own 
way of living. The size and arrangement of each room 
should add consciously to this enjoyment. The location 
of every door and window is a matter of real importance. 
The traffic pattern inside—and the ease of access to out- 
side—should contribute to family pleasure. 

In fact, the floor plan should express your family. If 
you live in a relaxed, informal way, the plan should be 
open and unpretentious. If yours is a more reserved and 
quiet daily routine, the plan should offer areas for indi- 
vidual privacy and seclusion. 

Keep in mind, however, that there is no perfect house 
plan. Some things—like privacy and openness—are at 
least partly contradictory. You will have to compromise 
on some features in order to gain others. And the smaller 
the house, the more compromising will be necessary. 

So when you shop for a house, study the plan. Be sure 
it does fit your family—and not the Smiths or the Bax- 
ters or the Wilsons. Then (and only then) consider the 
styling of the house, and any extra conveniences like a 
modern dishwasher or a hand- 
some tiled bathroom. 


This check list will help you 
analyze any house in terms of 
your family’s needs. The number 
of yes and no checks can be used 
to judge which of two or three 
good houses really suits your fam- 
ily’s needs best. 


OVER-ALL PLANNING 

Are the three basic areas of the house—living, 
working, sleeping—adequately separated? 

Does the house offer about as much efficient 
space as you require? (Too much can be as 
inconvenient as too little.) 

Will it be adequate for your future needs—or 
is it readily expandable? 
Can people go from the entrance to other areas 
without walking through the living room? 
Can you reach outdoor-living areas easily from 
the kitchen, family room, or a near-by hall? 

Will noise from television, appliances, or chil- 
dren at play be bothersome in bedrooms or 
adult living areas? 

Are the daytime-living rooms arranged to pro- 
vide ample, glare-free sunlight? 

Is the house pleasant to look at from the rear 
(family use) side as well as the street side? 

Is storage provided for everyday tools, toys, 
and utensils near where they’ll be used? 

Are there light fixtures where needed: outside 
entry, in garage, above sinks, in closets? 

Does the house have at least a 100-amp. serv- 
ice entrance and adequate electrical circuits? 

Will the house be a manageable one—that is, 
easy to keep clean and orderly? 

Will it probably be comfortable on the hottest 
days, as well as the coldest days? 


Here’s how to plan for these activities

Here you'll spend many leisure hours—does the 
room seem like your “living” room? 

Are there additional features, such as an at- 
tractive fireplace, built-in shelves, a storage 
wall, or unusually effective lighting?

Is there a separate, informal family or recrea- 
tion room in the house? 

If not, can basement or garage be converted— 
or a new room readily added? 

Is the room large enough to encourage use for 
most informal family activities? 

Does it open to outside for outdoor recreation 
and supervision of children’s play? 

Is it convenient to the kitchen for all-hours 
snacks and party serving? 

If the family room is a frequent children’s en- 
try, does it have a closet for boots and jack- 
ets, as well as access to a lavatory? 

Is there sufficient storage for all the family’s 
hobby and leisure-hours equipment? 

Is the family room or recreation room 
pleasantly lighted day and night? 

Will television or play noise here disturb per- 
sons in the rest of the house? 

Are wall and floor materials in the family room 
durable and easy to clean? 

Has the ceiling been acoustically treated, or 
can this readily be done? 


OUTDOOR LIVING 

Is there an existing or potential terrace, deck, 
porch, or other outdoor-living area? 

Is it now, or can it be made private? 

Will there be both sunny and shaded areas in 
spring, summer, and fall? 

Can the area be planted and maintained at- 
tractively without excessive expense? 

Does it offer adequate protection from the wind 
and from insects? 

Are existing porch or deck structures in good 
—or repairable—condition? 

Does the area have ready access to the house— 
especially the kitchen—for convenience dur- 
ing the outdoor cookery season? 

Will a paved area be available for children’s 

play (bikes, wagons, hop- 

— scotch), as well as for 
adult entertaining? 

Is there provision in the 
electrical system for out- 
door lighting, rotisserie 
barbecues, and portable 
appliances? 
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FOOD PREPARATION 


Is the location of the kitchen convenient to the [| 
rest of the house? 

Are sink, range, and refrigerator arranged for |{ | 
efficient use? (They should form a rough tri- 
angle, 4 to 7 feet apart.) 

Is there easy access to the kitchen from the [ | 
carport or garage? (This can save many steps 
when you’re laden with groceries.) 

Is the kitchen a cheerful, bright place? C7] 

Does it have about 6 square feet of shelf space [{ | 
for each family member (minimum 18 sq. ft.)? 

Is the counter space adequate and well located 
—next to sink and each major appliance? 

Are there enough outlets for small appliances, 
placed where you’ll need them? 

Does the kitchen allow you to converse with | | 
persons in adjacent rooms, yet screen meal- 
time debris from view? 

Does the room look out on the play yard so you 
can supervise children? 

Is there a bath or lavatory near by? 

Are the materials durable and easy to clean? 

Are there extra conveniences like a dishwasher, 
disposal, vent fan, built-in appliances? 


EATING 


Is there an eating area in the kitchen, to ac- 
commodate the meals your family would like 
to enjoy in this informal area? 

Is a separate dining area or room | 
provided off the kitchen for more 
formal dining? 

Will this room hold your dining ta- 
ble and your family, plus guests? 

Will after-meal dishes be visible 
from the living room? 

Can the dining room double as a 
family room or study, so it may 
be used more than once a day? 

Are electrical outlets available for your at-the- 
table appliances? 


WORKING 


Is the laundry area convenient to bedrooms and 
bath, where soiled clothing accumulates? 

Is this area a pleasant, well-lighted place in 
which to work? 

If you like to dry clothing outdoors, does the 
laundry have access to the yard? 

Is there space for indoor clothes-drying in bad 
weather when you’re without a dryer? 

When you want to sew or mend, will there be a 
cheerful, private place? 

Is there workshop space—or at least an area 
where you can make minor repairs? 

Does the shop area provide adequate lighting 
and wiring for your needs? 

Does it have direct access from outside for 
bringing in bulky materials? 


BATHING 


Are bath facilities adequate to avoid morning 
tie-ups and confusion? 

Is ample towel and linen storage available? 

Are modern, attractive bathroom fixtures in- 
stalled (including shower)? 

Is the bathroom adequately lighted, with at 
least one electrical outlet? 

Is there a lavatory near the back door for clean- 
up after outdoor jobs or children’s play? 

Are bathroom wall and floor materials water- 
proof and easy to keep clean? 
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YES SLEEPING 


Are the number and size of bedrooms adequate 
for your present and foreseeable needs? 
Is a room available for overnight guests? 
Do all bedrooms have a reason- 
ably short and private route to 
a bathroom?

Is adequate off-street park- 
ing available for guests? 


CONSTRUCTION 


Was the house built to FHA standards, so you 
or future buyers could finance it this way? 
Do the house and garage appear to be well fin- 
ished, both inside and out? 

In the basement, does inspection reveal no ma- 
jor water streaks, cracks, or crooked walls? 

Does the floor framing appear solid, with no 
rotting, sagging, or excessive squeaking? 

Is the heating plant efficient and in good work- 
ing order? (It’s expensive to repair. ) 

Do the plumbing fixtures and water heater work 
well and quietly, under adequate pressure? 

Do walls appear to be in sound condition? 

Does inspection of the exterior reveal no need 
for major repair to roof, siding, or gutters? 

Does inspection of the attic (if any) or ceiling 
indicate a freedom from water leaks? 

Is the house adequately insulated?

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If you don’t feel qualified to judge the construction of a 
house, be sure to obtain competent advice. A local ap- 
praiser will check the soundness of a house and give you 


a reliable estimate of its worth. 


An architect can also be of great assistance. But be- 
ware of well-meaning friends who have “just a little’ 
knowledge of building. They may miss things of major 


importance and see only the obvious details. 


If the house is new, ask the builder if he’s a member of 
the National Association of Home Builders. This is a good 
indication he is progressive and is kept up to date on mo- 


dern materials and methods.

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The only way to do that is to see good exam- 
ples firsthand, and learn what makes them 
tick. True, houses today cost more to build 
than they used to—as does everything else. 
But you also get much, much more from a 
well-planned new house. 

We don’t for a moment sell the older home 
short. It can offer a lot of space for the mon- 
ey. But as you probably know from experi- 
ence, space is only as good as the use you can make 
of it. So if you decide on an older house, make sure 
that any bargain in price is a bargain in living features, 
too—now and in future years. 

A realtor can help you. In seeking your home, it’s 
wise to use the services available at a real-estate of- 
fice. First of all, they cost you nothing (the seller pays 
the commission). Then too, a reputable realtor is fa- 
miliar with the local market. He knows home val- 
ues, desirable neighborhoods, city zoning and freeway 
plans. Most important, he saves you time—by elimi- 
nating houses that don’t fit your taste or budget. 

Visit model homes. Here’s a good way for your fam- 
ily to learn what to look for in a house. Of course, with 
dozens of people opening closets and prying into kitch- 
ens, it’s hard to judge a house properly. The check 
lists in this article will help you spot what’s important 
amid the gimmicks and gingerbread. 

Check newspaper ads. This old reliable way has 
one big disadvantage: it’s hit-or-miss. But if you’re 
patient and selective in following up ads, sooner or 
later you’re bound to hit. 

Cruise favorite neighborhoods. If your next house 
won’t come to you, go to it! Decide where you'd like 
to locate; then take the family car and cruise. This 
is a good way to learn a new city, too. 


‘© YOU Consult an architect. There’s only one best 
“uCTLD way to solve your housing needs. Working 


with a local architect is that way. He is trained 
to ask the right questions about the way your 
family lives—and to translate your answers 
into the right kind of home for you. 

If you plan to buy an older home, an archi- 
tect will examine it for structural soundness 
and plan convenience. He may be able to sug- 
gest alterations that can improve its appearance and 
usefulness for your family. 

The architect’s fee is set at the start—it usually runs 
between 7 and 10 per cent of the cost of new construc- 
tion. At that, it’s a bargain, because his skilled help 
should enable you to obtain a much better house for 
the same money you’d planned to spend anyway. His 
advanced ideas help the house hold its value, too! 

Choose a good plan. Can’t employ an architect? 
Then do the next best thing: build from plans developed 
by a top architect. Several magazines and home plan- 
ning services offer such plans at a cost just a fraction 
of your total investment in the house. And no other 
outlay can mean so much to that investment! 

How to work with your builder. Building your own 
home can be a wonderful and exciting experience for 
your family. But be sure you know from the first just 
what is included in your building contract—and what 
is not. Try to stay within the allowance for lighting 
and plumbing fixtures. Find out whether grading or 
planting is included. Above all, don’t leave anything 
to memory—make sure all agreements are in writing. 

It’s wise to make frequent inspections of the house 
during construction. That way you can make tactful 
suggestions or corrections before it’s too late. 


FINANCES? tional loan, the VA loan (guaranteed by 
the Veterans’ Administration), and the 
FHA loan (insured by the Federal Housing 
Administration). 

Conventional loan. The private lending agency 
makes this loan on its own, with no participation by the 
federal government. Your down payment runs from 
20 to 40 per cent (some savings and loan associations 
may require only 10 per cent down). Interest in most 
areas is between 5}4 and 6 per cent; payments may be 
spread over 15 to 20 (sometimes 25) years. A conven- 
tional loan involves a minimum of red tape, and is 
often approved in less than a week. 

VA loan. World War II and Korean veterans (in 
service before January 31, 1955) are eligible for this 
“GI” loan. The federal government guar- 
antees it, in some cases up to 100 per cent 
of the purchase price. The interest rate 
is low, and the term of the loan may run 
up to 30 years. Little or no down pay- 
ment is required. Lenders, however, find 
the low interest rate less attractive, and 
VA loans are scarce in many areas. 

FHA loan. Part of your FHA-loan in- 
terest goes to the government, to insure the private 
lending agency against loss. The total FHA interest 
rate is now 5% per cent; minimum down payments 
range from $300 on a $10,000 house to $2,000 on a 
$20,000 house. To qualify, the home buyer must meet 
FHA requirements for credit rating and income, and 
the home must measure up to FHA’sconstruction stand- 
ards. Recently, certain lenders have been authorized 
by the FHA to approve loans in non-metropolitan 
areas—resulting in better, faster FHA service there. 

A note about interest. On a $10,000, 25-year mort- 
gage, every }4 per cent additional interest boosts your 
total interest payment about $900. But lengthening 
the time in which you repay may cost you far more 
money. For example, going from 25 to 30 years on a 
6 per cent, $10,000 loan reduces monthly payments 
only $4.50—yet your total bill jumps $2,250. 


How to obtain the mortgage 





1 Signing the contract. Here you agree in writing to 
purchase the house from the seller at a certain price. 
You make a deposit (‘earnest money’’), which is re- 
turned if you cannot get a specified mortgage. 

2 Applying for a loan. Most people need to borrow a 
considerable amount in order to buy a home. To get it, 
you go to a local bank, savings and loan association, 
mortgage broker, or similar lending agency. 

% Loan approval. The lender determines whether your 
income and down payment are in line with the mort- 
gage you request. He checks your credit rating and has 
your prospective house appraised. In addition, a “‘title 
search” is made to be sure the seller has a clear title. 

4 Loan closing. There comes a day when final papers are 
signed. At this time, you pay “closing costs’”—ap- 
praisal fee, legal and recording fees, bank service 
charge. (These may amount to several hundred dollars. ) 
At this time, you may choose to add to your monthly 
payments an amount to cover house insurance and 
property taxes (to avoid a big annual bill). The seller 
then produces the deed—and the house is yours.

While broiling over slow coals, brush 
cut sides of pineapple with melted butter or 
margarine and daub ham with Honey- 
Orange Glaze: Combine 1 cup brown sug- 
ar, % cup honey, and % cup orange juice. 
(Use rotating skewers or turn on grill.) 


Kabob lore 


>» Speedy marinade: Add rosemary or other 
favorite herb to oil-vinegar or Italian dress- 
ing--bottled or from salad-dressing mix. 

>» Dandy kabob tidbits: canned onions, 
canned potatoes, pitted ripe olives, stuffed 
green olives, bacon strips, gherkins, canned 
pineapple chunks, canned peach halves. 
Baste vegetables and fruits with melted 
butter or margarine while broiling. 

>» Do green peppers and mushrooms fall 
apart in skewering? First give them a boil- 
ing water bath for a minute. Or use an ice 
pick to make small hole first. 

> To avoid overcooking, give vegetables 
their own skewer. (See the patty pan 
squashes and tomatoes on preceding page.)

And stir all the time you 
cook — wooden spoon does nice silent job. 


Tender, delicate baked custards 


No spills here! Custard cups in their handy rack go 
into a shallow pan on the oven shelf. For even baking, 
pour hot water, about an inch deep, around cups. 

Next pour in the custard mixture. (This is easy if the 
mixing was done in a quart measuring cup. Fewer 
dishes for the cook to wash, too.) Filling the pan and 
cups at the oven saves you from performing a balancing 
act from sink and counter to oven. 
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Is your stirred custard done? The way to find out is to 
test with a metal spoon. (Remember to use a clean spoon 
for each test.) When it comes out wearing a velvet coat 
you know it’s time to stop cooking. 

Hurry the pan from hot water to a cool-off bath in 
sink or bowl of cold water. Stir the custard a minute or 
two to hasten cooling, then add vanilla. Chill before 
serving over spring strawberries or angel cake. 


Know “when” for baked custard? Insert a thin-bladed 
knife halfway between center and edge of custard. Hold 
the knife straight up, making the cut short and only 
about '» inch deep. Clean knife means custard is done. 

Remove from pan of hot water and serve warm, or 
chill. Make knife test a little ahead of time to avoid 
overbaking. The same test works for little cup custards 
as for a family size like this one.

SHORT CUTS 


U se a tote apron with big pockets 
when cleaning house. Collect out- 
of-place odds and ends (keys, pins, 
combs, letters) till you walk past 
places where they belong. Extra 
dustcloths, lightweight cleaning 
supplies can also travel with you. 


Do first things first so you don’t 
have to redo them. For instance, 
clean out fireplace, finish dusting 
before tackling the floor. 


A wastebasket in every room will 
save you steps, keep the house 
neat. At cleaning time, empty them 
on the spot into a large paper shop- 
ping bag—rather than carting each 
basket through house. Shopping 
bag will be light even when full. 


Live in a two-story house and 
want to cut down some of that 
stair-climbing? Keep handsome 
basket at the foot of the stairs and 
another one at the top of stairs. 
Drop things belonging on second 
floor in the lower basket, and vice 
versa. Cart up on next trip up- 
stairs; come back down with other 
basket having downstairs-bound 
items—or bring down an empty 
basket so it may be filled again. 


Keep a small clothes hamper in 
each bedroom and bath. They save 
you many clothes pickups, spare 
you scolding reminders to children. 


Take a few minutes for a nightly 
roundup in the living room before 
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you go to bed so you can “wake up 
neat.”” Pick up newspapers, empty 
ash trays, put books, games, and 
magazines away. Psychologically 
it’s a great booster the next day. 
(Somehow, same job seems to take 
longer, is drearier the next day.) 


Clear room of ash trays, vases, pot- 
tery, magazines before starting to 
clean. No interference! Use a cart 
to collect these items, then wheel 
it into the hall till you’re through. 


Use your vacuum dusting at- 
tachment to slick up tables, furni- 
ture, blinds. No redeposit of dust! 


Place your bric-a-brac, hobbies, 
and china collections in glass dis- 
play cases to skip extra dusting. 


Put perforated hardboard rack 
near the back door to remind your 
youngsters to hang up coats, hats, 
skates. 


If you don’t have a dishwasher, 
use two dish drainers to speed your 
job—one for utensils and large 
bowls, other for china and glass- 
ware. Let dishes air-dry. 


Avoid heavy or seasonal cleaning 
sprees by doing quick pickups more 
often, doing projects by stages. 


Save yourself unnecessary silver 

polishing by wrapping your silver 
in saran or treated silver cloth.

| o_o tips: Put clear-plastic 
guards around light switches, on 
swinging doors to ban fingermarks. 

Keep sources of heat (furnace, 
radiators, heat registers) clean so 
dust won’t recirculate or settle on 
walls. Filters help. 

A kitchen ventilator (turned on 
when you start to cook, not after) 
will hold down smoky and greasy 
films on walls and windows. 

Cover wall behind range with 
wipe-easy tile, stainless steel, plas- 
tic adhesive-backed wall covering, 
or other washable wall coverings. 

Use enamel paints on walls and 
woodwork in children’s rooms or 
where fingermarks are apt to show. 


Vacuum dust door and window 
headings, moldings, top of draper- 
ies often. Use long wand attach- 
ment. No stretching! 


Painted walls and woodwork will 
come clean in a hurry with grease- 
cutting cleaners. No rinsing need- 
ed! Use sponge for job. Avoid 
streaks—wash wall from bottom 
up to ceiling. 


Paneled walls—easy to care for. 
Use cleanup wax on them. To save 
time and energy, use both hands 
when you clean. Using a cloth first 
wrung out of cold water, then sat- 
urated with wax, clean a small 
area with right hand. Immediately 
wipe dry with a clean cloth, using 
left hand. 


For nonwashable wallpapers, 
use a doughy cleaner to lift off dust 
and dirt. Your local hardware or 
paint supply store has assortment 
of different kinds to suit your wants. 
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Put tiny plastie or felt spacers 
at four corners on back of framed 
pictures. Spares you a telltale dust 
outline if you want to change ar- 
rangement or leave wall bare at 
a later time. 


Windows can be bad, especially 
when you rub on a spot and find 
its invariably on the dirtier out- 
side pane. To save time and work, 
wash less soiled inside first. Ignore 
those temptations for extra rubs 
till you’re all through doing out- 
side, too. Use your favorite win- 
dow cleaner and paper towels to 
swish off soil—lintlessly. Throw 
towels away—no mess! (Note 
The new pressurized cleaners really 
make light work of window clean- 
ing. Some leave a protective coat- 
ing to slow down future soiling.) 


Venetian blinds will give you 
few problems if you dust them 
often—about once a week. Use 
vacuum dusting attachment. Just 
close blind with slats turned down, 
dust; then close with slats turned 
up, dust. Cleanup wax will give 
blinds slick surface, make them 
stay dust-free longer. Wax blind 
from bottom up, raising it as you 
finish each slat. Steady with hand 
behind the ‘‘roll.” 


All-around-the-house liquid 
cleaners are taking the spotlight. 
They make soil vanish with hardly 
any effort. Some leave soil-retard- 
ant film so you don’t have to clean 
as often. Keep watching the shelves 
in your market. Don’t be afraid to 
experiment and try new products 
—save cleaning hours!

Keep reflectors on electric range 
shiny clean so they reflect heat 
better and add to unit’s efficiency. 
Use scouring pads or mild cleanser, 
rinse dry. 


Refrigerators. Even automatic 
defrosters need thorough freshen- 
ing up every week or so. To empty, 
roll cart to refrigerator to carry the 
load. Clean inside with solution of 
2 tablespoons baking soda to quart 
of lukewarm water. 


Freezers. Most of them need a 
defrosting once or twice a year. In 
hot, humid climates, maybe even 
more. Remove food and stack in 
a basket or box. Cover well with 
newspapers. A fan or hair dryer 
will speed defrosting. With chest- 
type freezer, a rubber dustpan 
makes a quick and easy frost scoop. 

Wash the interior with a solution 
of 2 tablespoons baking soda-water 
solution; rinse; dry. 

In upright freezer or combina- 
tion freezer-refrigerator, prevent 
“waterfall” of melting ice by plac- 
ing a turkish towel at edge of bot- 
tom of cabinet to soak up water. 
Other defrosting work-saver is a 
freezer liner. Peel it off when cov- 
ered with frost—no waiting. 

Some new freezers today never 
collect frost. However, it’s a good 
idea to freshen them up with a 
cleaning at least twice a year. 


Washer: Wipe tub and surface 
water spots. Turn faucets off to 
prevent strain on hoses. Leave the 
door open till washer is dry. 


Dryer: Clean out the lint trap 
regularly. Vacuum extra fuzz on 
screen, basket with crevice tool.

Keep mud, rain, and snow out 
Buy extra carpeting, use it as a 
rainy-day runner. Or unroll a 
length of clear plastic on carpet. 

Get into the habit of vacuum- 
sweeping floors—both the carpeted 
and hard-surface ones. New non- 
electric carpet sweeper can_ roll 
from carpet to floor, picks up lint 
and crumbs from both like a charm. 


Hardwood floors. Avoid water. 
Use a paste or liquid-polishing wax. 
They dry-clean wood while waxing. 
Paste wax: spread thin film, let 
set only a moment. Polish with 
cloth while wax is moist. (With elec- 
tric polisher, let wax dry 20 to 30 
minutes before buffing.) Two thin 
coats are better than one thick coat 
Liquid-polishing wax: first dust 
floor, pour a small pool of wax on 
floor and rub in with long-handled 
applicator to loosen soil. Use fine 
steel wool for stubborn spots. Pick 
up loosened soil with cloth, then 
buff. Electric polisher will save 
back-breaking work, is a good in- 
vestment. Or rent a unit. 


Hard-surface floors (tile, linole- 
um). Wax about once a month so 
only weekly damp-wiping is neces- 
sary. Generally, either self-polish- 
ing or polishing wax may be used 
on most tiles and linoleum. How- 
ever, remember exceptions: 

Use only self-polishing wax on 
asphalt or vinyl asbestos. (Polish- 
ing waxes may make them gummy. ) 

Use polishing wax on unsealed 
or worn cork tile, on leather tile. 

With  self-polishing wax: wash 
floor thoroughly (but don’t flood). 
Rinse with clear water. (Double 
bucket shown above will speed 
job.) Let dry. Apply wax with

long-handle applicator. Between 
waxings and following damp-wip- 
ings, you can buff up floor with 
chenille mop, polisher, or by “‘shuf- 
fling’ across floor with soft cloths 
under foot. Note: waxes are under- 
going steady changes for new floor 
materials. Consider: vinyl self- 
polishing waxes that give extra 
wear, are water-resistant; colorless 
wax that won't yellow. 

Prefer polishing liquid wax? No 
washing needed! The wax dry- 
cleans floor as it waxes. You can 
also touch up worn traffic areas be- 
tween waxings without doing en- 
tire floor. (An electric polisher will 
make even lighter work with pol- 
ishing wax. Three polishers now 
have automatic wax dispensers. ) 


Floors discolored and have a 
buildup of wax? Use a wax remov- 
er to give them new beauty. Follow 
directions on container. 


Carpeting and rugs deserve a 
once-over-lightly every day—with 
a vacuum or carpet sweeper. Soil 
shortens their life—and your in- 
vestment. Vacuum rugs thoroughly 
once or twice a week, depending on 
traffic in home. 

Spots—remove them before they 
have a chance to set. Keep carpet 
first-aid kit handy. If spot is a mys- 
tery, call in professional cleaner. 

Good news: There are loads of 
new carpet shampooers, cleaners, 
and compounds. Check depart- 
ment and carpet stores, study ad- 
vantages of each. Now available: 
Plastic tank-type dispensers with 
brushes on bottom; electric cleaner 
with cylinder brushes that restore 
pile while cleaning—uses dry com- 
pound for ‘“‘no-waiting”’ results;

hat help is it to know which foods my baby 


should have,” a mother asks, “if he simply will 
not eat?’ Her concern is echoed by many parents 
as their children turn away from nourishing, 
carefully prepared meals 

It’s essential to know the kinds and amounts 
of foods that favor sound nutrition. It’s just as 
important to preserve the natural desire to eat. 

\ppetite is primarily controlled by the need 
for calories (units of energy). It is. satisfied 
whether the calories come from milk or cereal or 
any other food. You can “fill your infant up” 
with a food useful chiefly for energy, or one 
needed for building muscle and bone, but he 
will eat only enough of all the foods together to 
meet his need for calories 

Milk is a liquid food. It is rich in calories and 
nutritional values, and is not to be thought of as 
just a drink. 

loo often mothers say “*my child won't eat,” 
meaning solid food, “*but he drinks his milk’ 
(a liquid food). Baby’s appetite is not very dis- 
criminating, so you must be. 

Ihe more solid foods the baby is allowed to 
have, the less milk he will want. Since milk is 
your infant's chief source of many of the nutri- 
ents he needs, make use of his appetite by giving 
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baby knows 
when to eat!

Take the long-range view. Reactions to 
single meals do not give a true picture of the ap- 
petite of your infant. It is the amount he eats 
over an extended period that determines his nu- 
trition and should be the basis of your opinion 
of his appetite. Remember that we all vary in our 
eagerness for food from day to day and in the 
time elapsing after a meal before we become 
hungry again.

Try these with Coconut Topping (be- 
low). Or sprinkle with nutmeg before 
baking -_ 

3 slightly beaten eggs 

14 cup sugar 

14 teaspoon salt 

2 cups milk, scalded 

14 to 1 teaspoon vanilla 
Combine eggs, sugar, and salt. 
Slowly stir in slightly cooled milk 
and vanilla. Set six 5-ounce cus- 
tard cups* in shallow pan on oven 
rack.

The change from strained to 
chopped foods can be accom- 
plished in this gradual manner, too. 
When Baby is about 9 months old, 
introduce into his strained foods a 
tiny portion of chopped meat, vege- 
tables, or fruit. He may be dubious 
about this new “‘feel’’ of food in his 
mouth and may reject the chopped 
bits, at first. But he’ll soon grow 
accustomed to them and will be 
prepared for the complete change- 
over to chopped foods when he is 
about a vear old. 

After 1 year of age, his appetite 
will slacken. The enormous tripling 
of birth weight of the first year has 
been accomplished. Growth from 
now on will be slower. If chopped 
foods are not offered before this, 
and the change in texture of foods 
coincides with the natural drop-off 
in appetite, he may refuse to bother 
with the new-style food. 

Don’t try to force growth. 
There is no standard or ideal size 
your infant or child must reach. 
Growth is an individual matter and 
the curves on growth charts must 
be viewed as records of the averages 
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for a group and not as absolute re- 
quirements for your infant. 

Bigger is not necessarily better. 
The size of the grownup can’t be 
predicted from the size of the in- 
fant—a seemingly small infant can 
become a big man. After all, hered- 
ity has a lot to do with size. 

Vitamins won't substitute 
for good eating habits. Don’t ex- 
pect vitamins to have magic effects 
on the appetite or growth when 
poor eating habits have developed. 
The authoritative Committee on 
Nutrition of the American Acad- 
emy of Pediatrics recently issued a 
report questioning some of the 
claims made in connection with 
products for stimulation of appe- 
tite and growth (particularly vita- 
mins B, and B,,). 

Today, deficiency of vitamins 
and other dietary supplements is 
so rare as to be safely ignored by 
mothers of normal infants being 
fed the usual diets and vitamins 
recommended by doctors and pub- 
lic health agencies. 

A deficiency of some vital food 
factor is the least likely cause for a 
poor appetite or faulty feeding hab- 
its or for apparently slow growth 


You may press your doctor into 
prescribing extra vitamins or drugs 
to quiet your worries, but you’d do 
better to review with him your at- 


titude and habits in the feeding of 


your infant. 

Whose advice to take? The 
experience of relatives and friends 
may not apply in your baby’s case 
Though your doctor is not the only 
authority who can tell you what to 
do about appetite and growth, his 
training, experience. and familiar- 
ity with your infant make him your 
most promising source of safe and 
sound advice 

He can tell whether a poor ap- 
petite is a sign of serious illness or a 
result of habits; when he 
thinks it necessary, he will pre- 
scribe an extra vitamin or drug for 
you to give your infant. Then you 
will be sure the child is receiving 
the correct treatment. 

Make eating fun. A relaxed, 
smiling mother who confidently 


poor 


expects her baby to eat what is of- 
fered is not likely to have dificult 
feeding sessions. If your baby re- 
fuses a food or takes only small 
amounts at a certain meal, don’t 
treat it as a duty on your part to 
get the prescribed portions of food 
into him. Chances are Baby will 
be ravenously hungry by next 
mealtime and will gobble up every- 
thing presented to him 

Perhaps you make faces at the 
beets or the squash as you spoon 
servings into Baby’s mouth. Or fret 
because he isn’t interested in his 
breakfast, vet never eat breakfast 
yourself. Seeing you eating with 
enjoyment would be the best kind 
of example for him. 

Force, hurry, 
ence, unattractive food, unpleasant 


stress on obedi- 
surroundings or a poor example in 
you, will not help make eating a 
natural pleasure. Appetite is influ- 
enced by psychologic factors as well 
as by the stimulus of physical needs.

Drivers’ eye fests: Nationwide farce 


accidents were they given the kind 
of eye test which they should have 
had before being permitted to drive 
at all. 

There have been belated stir- 
rings of improvement, but most 
diivers’ eye tests are still a farce. 
Only visual acuity is universally 
checked, and this is often done so 
haphazardly that waiting appli- 
cants can memorize the test chart 
or have a companion whisper the 
letters to them when their turns 
come. On top of this, standards are 
so low that no state requires a nor- 
mal 20/20 vision—12 states accept 
20/50 to 20/70 without glasses, 20 
accept this substandard 
drivers do wear glasses. (An eye 
that can read the !4-inch letters 
on a Snellen chart at 20 feet is 
20/20. If it reads at only 20 feet the 
size letter a normal eye sees at 50 
or 70 feet, the rating is 20/50 or 
20/70.) Yet many of these states 
post speed limits of 65 to 80 mph. 
Kansas, for example, accepts 20/50, 
has an 80 mph. limit on its Turn- 
pike, and has no state-wide limit 
other than the “Reasonable and 
Proper” rule. 

The error of this “liberality” is 
evident from the fact that a person

with 20/50 acuity can’t read the 5- 
inch letters on a warning sign far- 
ther than 90 feet ahead. Therefore, 
if he’s driving 60 mph. under 
ideal conditions, he’ll be 174 feet 
beyond a stop sign before he can 
stop! 


And even 20/20 acuity doesn’t 
in itself constitute good driving 
vision. Six other factors must be 
near par. These are: 


> Depth Perception: the ability to 
correctly judge distances; 


> Peripheral Vision: the ability 
‘Sout of the corners of the 
eyes’ while looking straight ahead; 


to see 


> Binocular Vision: the perfect 
fusion of the images from both eyes; 


> Glare Resistance: a reasonable 
tolerance of glaring headlights; 


> Dark Adaptation: the ability to 
adjust fairly quickly from bright 
light to darkness; and, 


> Night Vision: the ability to see 
beyond the range of the headlights. 
More drivers have shortcomings 


in the first and third factors than in 
acuity. The last three depreciate 
markedly after age 40. 

There are two reasons for the 
failure to test these critical seeing 
skills, both spawned by an abysmal 


public apathy. First, timidity of 


legislators who fear that stiffening 
the laws will offend motorists and 
lose votes. And second, 
funds, hence manpower. Almost 
every Motor Vehicles Bureau is 
undermanned and_ overworked. 
Even in some relatively strict states, 
examiners knock off 50 to 75 driv- 
ing tests in a 7-hour day, which is 
preposterous. 

Thanks to the extensive educa- 
tional efforts of the American Op- 
tometric Association, both the pub- 
lic and the authorities are slowly 
awakening to the facts of life--and 
death—on the highways. And 
thanks to the ingenuity of the lead- 
ing optical manufacturing con- 
cerns, instruments are now avail- 
able which enable a layman, with 
a half-hour’s training, to screen out 
in about five minutes those drivers 
requiring correction of vision. 


The purpose is not to revoke li- 
censes; rather, it is to keep as many 
drivers as possible out of trouble by 
discovering their visual faults in 
time to correct or compensate for 
them. On the basis of his studies, 
Dr. H. W. Hofstetter, Director of 
the Division of Optometry at In- 
diana University, reports that 96 
percent of the driving population

You won’t learn much (ex- 
cept from bad example) as you fol- 
low Mr. Kaplan through the thick 
undergrowth of English usage, but 
you'll likely come out of it feeling 
as he did: “I dont care if I dont 
pass, I /ove the class.” 


Kon-Tiki. 
By Thor Heyerdahl 
(Rand Mc Nally, $5.95) 

There may once have been, as 
the author claims, hundreds of 
journeys by balsa raft from Peru to 
Tahiti, but it’s safe to say that none 
of them resulted in so stirring a tale 
of adventure and courage as the 
most recent voyage, in 1947, by six 
men and a parrot. Dr. Heyerdahl 
set out to see if the South Sea 
Islands could have been populated 
from South America. By the time 
he landed—4,300 miles and 101 
days later—he knew much more. 
What readers will most enjoy learn- 
ing is that man’s pioneer instinct 
lives on, as does his talent for tell- 
ing a story. 


The Incurable Wound. 
By Berton Roueche 
(Little, Brown, $3.50) 

Although mystery stories and 
medical reports have been with us 
almost forever, not until Berton 
Roueche came along did anyone 
think to combine them. Now, in 
six new narratives of medical de- 
tection, he proves once more what 
his readers have known for some 
time: that tracking down a disease 
can be just as exciting as cornering 
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a criminal. A man wakes up in 
New York’s Penn Station without 
knowing who he is or how he got 
there ; a mother discovers her three- 
year-old son with an empty aspirin 
bottle she had told him held ‘‘can- 
dy”’; a quiet school teacher grows 
‘ten feet tall’? and terrorizes his 
family; three people bitten by bats 
contract rabies, although bats are 
thought not to be carriers. Around 
such bizarre circumstances, Mr. 
Roueche weaves with uncanny 
skill and a surgeon’s precision his 
stories of strange fascination—all 
of them stunning, and all of them 
true.

Sweeping through Merry Old 
England on a prose style both lyr- 
ical and exciting, T. H. White has 
brilliantly, and with refreshing 
good humor, reconstructed the age 
of the Round Table—‘‘when the 
forests rang with knights walloping 
each other on the helm, and the 
unicorns in the wintry moonlight 
stamped with their silver feet and 
snorted their noble breaths of blue 
upon the frozen air.’ All the re- 
membered favorites spring vividly 
to life: a boy nicknamed the Wart, 
who pulled a sword from a stone 
and became ‘“‘my dear liege lord, 
King Arthur’; an ugly French 
prince called Lancelot born dream- 
ing of glory in battle; the four 
fighting knights from the North 
Gawaine, Agravaine, Gaheris, and 
Gareth—and their twisted half-

i Use two-room plan shown, with 
entryway and sleeping area. Six- 
inch curb on inside door will keep 
the bedding inside. 

2 Provide 36 square inches of 
sleeping space for each inch of the 
dog's shoulder height. Make the 
ceiling high enough to allow the 
dog to sit up comfortably. 

3 Protect your dog from the wind 
with an entry dropeloth or door. 
Keep house off the ground with 
slab, blocks, or legs. 

4 In cold climates, insulate the 
house. Use a suitable material or 


use dead-air-space construction. 
% Make the roof or one side re- 
movable for easy cleaning. Drill 
drain holes in the floor. 

@ Provide shade, either with an 
extended roof, an awning, or by 
placing the house under trees. 

7 In warm climates, provide win- 
dows or removable roof for better 
ventilation of sleeping area. 

% Paint the doghouse inside and 
out to facilitate thorough cleaning, 
discourage parasites, and to pro- 
vide a weatherproof exterior. Don't 
use lead paint. 





The plans shown are based on these 
rules; they're houses that can be built 
easily and inexpensively by anyone. 
These basic floor plans can be adapt- 

either simplified or embellished— 
to match your home and grounds.

I Spark plugs are the heart of your outboard’s “per- 
sonality.” Check them now— stalled motors make for 
hard rowing this summer. Start the season with new 
plugs: use old ones for spares. If not too dirty or pitted, 
plugs can be cleaned with penknife or wire brush. 
Never sandblast outboard plugs— it opens their ce- 
ramic pores to oil in the fuel mixture, with consequent 
shorting. Gap plugs to specs listed in your outboard- 


owner's manual— usually 0.030 inches.

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2 While plugs are out, squirt a little light oil into open 
plug holes (above, left). This lubricates cylinder walls, 


will help you start motor more easily later. 

To check ignition, ground plugs against motor frame 
(right) and pull starter cord rapidly several times. (Use 
rubber plug shields as finger insulators.) Plugs will 
spark strongly against frame if ignition is O. hk. 


3 If you get a weak spark or none at all, check all con- 


nections and wiring. Replace wire that is cracked, 
frayed, or brittle. Clean up spots that are corroded. 

If breaker points (visible through flywheel inspection 
hole in many motors) appear badly pitted or burned, 
have them replaced by a trained serviceman. Outboard 
points usually require special servicing tools: besides. 
normal point life is at least 60 to 70 hours, and by that 


time your motor rates a professional checkup.

In living and sleeping areas where decoration is the prime 
consideration, walls and ceilings are usually given a flat 
finish. In kitchens, bathrooms, laundry rooms, and often in 
children’s rooms, where protection is paramount, semi-gloss 
or gloss finishes are preferred for walls. 

Flat finishes reflect light without glare. They have greater 
hiding power than gloss or semi-gloss, conceal surface im- 
perfections better, and are less likely to show brush marks 
or scratches. Glosses have better resistance to hard scrub- 
bing and are easier to clean. 

Outdoors, wood needs protection against the ultraviolet 
rays of the sun and from water. Masonry, even concrete, 
needs protection from water. And all architectural metals 
will rust or corrode, unless they’re protected by paint.

Vehicle: A resin, natural or synthetic, or a drying oil which 
is applied in liquid form and dries to form a thin, tough film.

In opaque coatings, it holds the pigment particles to- 
gether.

Solvent: This is also known as thinner. It’s a volatile fluid 
such as turpentine or mineral spirits which gives the vehicle 
a liquid consistency for application and then evaporates 
leaving a solid film of vehicle and pigment behind. Water is 
the thinner for latex paints.

One Man‘s Meat. 
By E. B. White 
(Harper, $3.95) 

For the past 30 years or so, while 
other authors have grown famous 
courting movie stars, fighting Con- 
gress, or stalking big game across 
\frica, E. B. White, undeluded by 
the limelight’s false glare, has been 
off in a quiet corner pursuing less 
gaudy pleasures and telling about 
them in a deft and graceful prose 
unmatched in English. In ‘“‘One 
Man’s Meat,” the public diary he 
kept during several years on a farm 
in Maine, Mr. White deals with a 


world of Ferris wheels, dogs fond of 
chewing croquet balls, coon hunt- 
ing, New England winters, and a 
baby gull who shows up in a pint 
ice cream container. His decep- 
tively brief entries on the death of 
a lamb, a vacation trip to the lake 
with his son, and an expedition 
through the woods at night in the 
company of a frightened pup—to 
name just three—are among the 
unaffected masterpieces of Amer- 
ican letters.

4 Most motors have at least two zerk type fittings that 
should be greased periodically. Your owner's manual will 
locate them and recommend the lubricant. 

Pump handgun (obtainable at most outboard dealers) 
until grease oozes out the fitting. Also apply a bit of water- 
proof grease to control linkage joints, swivel brackets, 
gearshift arms, and other friction points. 








5 Drain lower gear case by removing two plugs marked “oil drain” 
or “fill with hypoid oil.” Cheek lubricant for water bubbles — if you 
lind them, lower unit has a leaky seal and should go to the shop. 

Refill most motors with SAE 90 (EP) hypoid gear lube. using roll- 
up tube with self-sealing tip (get from dealer). Pump lube into the 
vear case at lower fill point ull it appears at upper hole (arrow). 
Method avoids air pockets in oil. Replace top, then bottom plug. 





@ Remove propeller retaining cap or nut and cotter pin. 
Inspect prop and drive shaft, and clear out any fishline 
or weeds. Check drive-shaft seal for leaks. 

Replace shear pin if bent or worn, Use a file to smooth 
small nicks in prop, but don't try to uncurl a bent prop 
yourself. A dealer can do the job quickly and accurately 
with a pitch block. Apply a thin coat of grease to drive 
shaft before replacing propeller.

7 Clean out fuel-filter unit, usually located near carburetor 
adjusting knobs. Loosen thumbscrew holding the sediment 
bowl in place: remove and clean glass bowl thoroughiy. 
(Inset shows parts in right order.) 

Filter (top of inset) unscrews separately. Soak it in lac- 
quer thinner to dislodge hard, paintlike deposits built up 
in last year’s running. When replacing filter, be sure rubber 
gasket is pliable and properly seated, to avoid leaks. 


8 Now’s the time to prove she still 
runs. Proper fuel mixture is impor- 
tant: most motors operate best on 
a fuel ratio of one-half pint oil to 
each gallon of gasoline. 

To mix fuel, first half-fill) small 
tank with regular gas: then add suf- 
ficient approved outboard oil for 
proper ratio, and shake. Top off 
with rest of gasoline and again agi- 
tate the fuel mixture thoroughly. 

Always use a sereened funnel 
when mixing or transferring fuel, 
to remove sediment. Check fuel 
lines and motor connections, too. 





® Its best to make operating ad- 
i justments on the lake, but a home 
test tank will do. Mount the motor 


on a board fixed through edge of bar- 





rel, so propeller is centered for prop- 
er circulation of cooling water. 

Remove bypass plate from cool- 
ing unit if your manual directs. 
While running motor, don't allow 
water to get hot, and check the cool- 
ing outlet for water flow. 

Make carburetor adjustments as 
shown in owner's manual.

continue southeast along the Trans- 
Canada Highway to Fort William 
and Port Arthur. Stop enroute at 
Kakabeka Falls where the Kamin- 
istiquia River thunders over a 128- 
foot precipice. 

Ihe combined ports of Fort Wil- 
liam and Port Arthur are the 
world’s greatest wheat depot, where 
huge grain elevators can store 93 
million bushels. Sibley Provincial 
Park is easily reached from the 
twin ports, following Routes 17- 
587 around Thunder Bay. Park 
naturalists will take you on hikes 
through areas teeming with wild 
animals and bird life. 

Route 17, north to Lake Nipi- 
gon, passes numerous small lakes 
and marshy areas. You'll see bril- 
liant vellow and white water lilies, 
perpendicular cliffs that tower ove 
pine and birch forests of wild flow- 
ers, and an occasional moose feed- 
ing at the water’s edge 

On Tuesdays and Saturdays, the 
Canadian Pacific passenger steam- 
ships, ‘‘Assiniboia’”’ and ‘*Keewa- 
tin,”’ sail east to Sault Ste. Marie 
and Port MeNicoll. Both ships car- 
ry cars, saving miles of driving, be- 
sides giving you a day on the largest 
and deepest of the Great Lakes. 


Central Region 


Sault Ste. Marie in Ontario and 
Michigan are on opposite banks of 
the St. Mary’s River, connecting 
Lakes Superior and Huron. Ships 
pass through Soo Locks from one 
lake to the other in a busy, breath- 
taking parade. You can view the 
operation from two elevated plat- 
forms at opposite ends of Poe Lock 
on the American side 

Sudbury, 185 miles east of Sault 
Ste. Marie on the Trans-Canada 


Highway, lies in a mineral-rich 


area which produces 80 per cent of 


the free world’s nickel and large 
amounts of copper, platinum, and 
other metals. From here, you can 
follow Route 69 south past Parry 
Sound on Georgian Bay or contin- 


ue east on Route 17 to North Bay 
where Route 11, a better road, 
leads south to the Muskoka Lakes. 
Route 11 goes through Callander, 
birthplace of the Dionne Quintup- 
lets, and leads to Algonquin Pro- 
vincial Park via Route 60. 

The Muskoka Lakes district has 
many fine resort hotels and camps 
with swimming, boating, tennis, 
golf, and fishing (trout, bass, and 
pickerel). 

At Orillia, a right turn to Route 
12 will take you on a 75-mile scenic 
loop northwest past Fort Ste. 
Marie and the Martyrs’ Shrine to 
Midland. Cruises to Georgian Bay 
Islands National Park, accessible 
only by water, originate here and 
at Penetanguishene. Route 93 
leads southeast again to Route 400, 
a 4-lane superhighway to Toronto. 

lo visit Stratford, home of On- 
tario’s drama, music, and film fes- 
tivals, follow Route southwest 
from Route 400 through fertile 
farming country. Stratford not on- 
ly boasts Shakespearean § produc- 
tions, but lovely parks, rose gar- 
dens, and the Avon River. The 
magnificent new air-conditioned 
theater attracts capacity crowds 
with matinee and evening per- 
formances each summer. There are 
facilities for both picnicking and 
overnight camping near the the- 
ater 

From Stratford, follow Routes 
7-19-2 to Brantford. Three miles 
southwest is the homestead of Alex- 
ander Graham Bell. Two miles 
southeast is Mohawk Chapel, On- 
tario’s oldest church and the Royal 
Indian Chapel. 

Routes 24-3 and the Queen Eliz- 
abeth Way lead south and east to 
Old Fort Erie, then north to Niag- 
ara Falls. There are splendid views 
of the Falls from lovely parks and 
gardens along the Canadian side of 
the Niagara River, and there’s a 
thrilling descent by elevator to 
scenic tunnels with huge windows 
cut through solid rock behind the 





St. Lawrence Seaway construction is a haven for sidewalk engi- 


neers. Now visitors can inspect huge new locks, dams, and power- 


houses of this new international waterway for ocean-going vessels. 
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thundering cataract. Downstream 
the Spanish Aero Car provides a 
cabie-supported ride high in the 
air above Whirlpool Gorge. 

Turn left off Queen Elizabeth 
Way at Thorold Stone Road 
cloverleaf for a fascinating drive 
along the west bank of Welland 
Canal. Off Queen Elizabeth Way 
on Route 6 at Hamilton, you'll 
come to the 1,800-acre Royal Bo- 
tanical Gardens. 

Ontario’s capital, Toronto, is 
famous for the Canadian National 
Exhibition, held annually during 
the weeks preceding and following 
Labor Day. Parliament Buildings, 
the Royal Ontario Museum (both 
in Queen’s Park) and Casa Loma, 
Ontario’s fabulous castle, are spe- 
cial stops. 


Eastern Region 


Eastbound from ‘Toronto, 30 
miles of luxury driving along On- 
tario’s Route 401, leads to Route 2 
between Bowmanville and New- 
castle. Farther east is the 900-acre 
Presqu’ile Provincial Park, two 
miles south of Brighton. The park 
features an enormous sand beach, 
good fishing (pike, bass, pickerel), 
picnicking, and sites for tent and 
trailer camping. 

Highways 33 south from Tren- 
ton and 14 south from Belleville 
merge to follow a scenic island 
route via Picton and Glenora, then, 
via free ferry, return to the main- 
land to Highway 2 at Kingston. 

The site of the Royal Military 
College (Canada’s West Point), 


Kingston, is opposite the entrance 
to the St. Lawrence River. Cruises 
bound for the Thousand Islands 
leave twice daily from a dock at the 
east end of Main Street: At Old 
Fort Henry, overlooking Wolfe Is- 
land east of Kingston, you can take 
guided tours of this fabulous 126- 


room fortress and view parades of 


the garrison’s fife, drum, and bu- 
gle band. 

East of Gananoque, Route 401 
travels to Brockville where High- 
way 2 leads east past Morrisburg 
to the new St. Lawrence Power 
Project lock and dam at Iroquois. 
You can watch construction opera- 
tions from an elevated observation 
platform. You'll enjoy driving 
through two new, model commu- 
nities, Long Sault and Ingleside, 
made up largely of homes moved 
from townsites now under water 
as a result of St. Lawrence Seaway 
construction. 

West of Cornwall is the great 
new Long Sault dam and power- 
houses where 32 huge turbo-elec- 
tric generators are being installed 
to produce electric current for On- 
tario and New York State. Free 
guided tours of the Canadian 
powerhouse afford splendid views 
up- and downstream from its glass- 
enclosed penthouse observatory 

From Cornwall, Highway 2 re- 
turns you to Morrisburg, where 
Route 31 leads north 47 miles to 
Canada’s capital city, Ottawa 
After visiting the Peace Tower and 
Houses of Parliament, you'll enjoy

WHO’S GOT THE 
RIGHT OF WAY? 





Among the most important ‘‘Rules of the Road”’ are those 
governing the right of way. Here are the six situations in 
which you must yield the right of way: 


> To another vehicle which is already in an intersection 
which you are approaching. 

> To the vehicle on your right if both have reached an un- 
controlled intersection at the same time. 

» To vehicles approaching from the opposite direction 
when you intend to turn left out of your lane. 

>» To vehicles on a street or pedestrians on the sidewalk 
when you emerge from a driveway or alley. 

» To pedestrians on crosswalks. 

>» To any emergency vehicle sounding a siren or other 
special signal. Move immediately to the curb or side of 
the road and stop clear of intersections. 


Having the right of way, however, doesn’t excuse you in 
cases where giving way could have helped avoid an acci- 
dent. Both common sense and the law require that every 
driver exercise all reasonable care to protect others, even 
when they act illegally or wrongly.
